The trial of Joe Soto began yester- 
day before Judge Cheney in Depart- 
ry" | Ment One, and will probably come to 
an end today. Joe is a well-known 
I prize-fighter and sporting man, and it 
is charged that on the 3rd of last July 
he deliberately fired at a moving train 
on the Southern Pacific near Naud’s 

Junction, and that he narrowly es- 
4 caped killing Mrs. Rosa Lazzerovitch. 
The charge is assault’ witha deadly 


The morning Was spent in securing 


Dr. John H. Davison was the first 
witness in the afternoon session. 
testified that on the 3rd of last July he 
was called .to the Nadeau to see Mrs. 
Lazzerovitch. He found an extensive 
contusion of the left breast, a couple 
of inches in diam@ter. She was suffer- 
ing with pain. The skin was slightly 
broken at one point. 
was still on her person, was penetrated 
in seven or eight places, also her un- 
dergarments. The holes corresponded 
im position, as if some one object had 
passed through them all. 
H. M. Carpenter was sworn and tes- 
tined that Mrs. Lazzerovitch was in the 
car and that thecar was full of people. 
The window was open on both sides. 
It was some one hundred. or one hun- 
dred and fifty feet from the Naud 
warehouse. The witness was on 
platform at the time. | 

W. C. Bosqui, detective officer, was 
the next witness, and testified as fol- 
I saw Joe Soto on the afternoon 
of the 3d, just after I learned by tele- 
phone that somebody had been hurt on 
the train by a shot fired into the cars. 
I found bim at Mrs. Abbott’s. I asked 
Joe about the shooting, but he said 
that they had been shooting firecrack- 
ers, but not any pistols. 
Smith and I found Soto asleep in a 
crib on Alameda street. I placed him 
He said. What are you 
giving me?“ I said, ‘‘You are the one 
that did the shooting.” Then I opened 
the bureau to look for the revolver. 
He came up and protested against my 
searching in the bureau. 
took him to the station, and I discon- 
tinued the search.

James Lazzerovitch, Jr., testifled 
that on the 8rd day of July he was 
sitting by his wife as the train was 
coming into the city from Banning.

passed and saw a man come to the 
door of a house and point a pistol at 
the cars and fire. I thought it was a 
toy pistol until I heard my wife ex- 
claim. The man wore a dark hat and

Cross- examination: The house was a 
small wooden structure. 
was slightly obstructed just before 
coming to the house by some oil or 
water tanks on cars on the next track. 
The man who shot was about on the 
threshold of the door. 
nickel or silver plated. 
had on a light suit. Some people looked 
to see if there was any missile in the 
car, but none was found to my knowl- 
edge. The train was going quite slow, 
just coming to a stop. 
tt, a pretty little girl of 
about 14 years of age, testified that Joe 
Soto was at her mother’s house that 
afternoon and was wearing her hat. 

The hat was produced—a black straw 
affair with red ribbons. 

On cross-examination the witness 
testified that the boys had hid Joe Soto’s 


at. 

This closed the case for the people, 
and F. B. Guthrie, Esq., suggested 
that the case be disposed of by the 
Court without testimony for the de- 
fense: but the Court said that the de- 
fense had better proceed. 

Lulu Abbott was then recalled as a 
witness for the defense. 
asked where Joe was when the train 
passed, and answered thathe was out 
The answer was evi- 
dently a surpr se to the counse! for the 
defense, who repeated it several times, 
but always got the same answer. 
witness admitted that she had testified 
in the inferior court that Joe was in 
the house when the train passed, but 
suid that she then referred to the. 


Joe Soto then told his own story as 
follows: I was at Mrs. Abbott’s house 
on the 3rd of July. I was there an 
hour and a half. Two trains passed 
while I was there—one out and one in. 
When the first train passed going out, 
the Smith boys, who were with me, ran 
out. The oldest one grabbed hold of 
the back of the car, but soon jumped 
off. They wanted a pistol which 1 had. 
They were full and muking trouble. 
They took my hat and hid it. Some 
one put this girl’s hat on my head. I 
sa.d I would treat if they would give 
me my hat. I put up four bits and 
they went after a pitcher of beer.

_. STREET ASSESSMENT DECISIONS. 

A decision was rendered by Judge 
Wade in Department Three yesterday 
bearing upon the matter of assessments 


brought out.in the trial of the cases in 
which the decision was rendered go to 
show that a considerable degree of lax- 
ity prevails in the method of levying 
and collecting these assessments. 
The cases tried yesterday were 

Brearley vs. Lizzie 
Baker et al., and D. R. Brearley vs. 
Kate Simpson et al—suits for fore- 
closure of lien established by failure to 
pay assessment for street improve- 
ment. The defendants made one case 
and are represented by Ryan an 
Adcock. 

The property in question owned by 
the various defendants was situated 
on Sichel street on the East Side, and 
the improvement for which the assess- 
ment had been declared was for grad- 
ing, graveling and curbing that street. 
The Court refused to allow foreclosure 
on'the lien, on the following grounds: 
First, that the notice of assessment 
not being signed by the Street Super- 
intendent, it could not be established 
that it was an official document; sec- 
ond, that the return on the warrant 
did not show tbe amounts paid and re- 
maining unpaid, as required by the 
code; and third, that the warrant. was 
not directed to anyone in particular. 
The Court also hinted that in default 
of these valid objections, the one based 
on the fact that the property had all 
been classed as owned by unknown 
owners, when the names of the owners 
were plainly a matter of record, map rm 
have served as sufficient ground for 
upsetting the lien. 

The case is of some public interest, 
for the reason that it points outa num- 
ber of irregularities and violations of 
the Vrooman act that are regularly be- 
ing practiced, and also because it sug- 
gests that unless such mistakes are rec- 
tified there will be a number of other 
people who will manage to get out of 
their street assessments. 

AFTER THE WATER COMPANY. 

J. T. Sheward, the dry goods mer- 
ehant, began suit yesterday against the 
Citizens’ Water Company to enjoin 
them from shutting off the water sup- 
ply from his place. The complaint 
stutes that he has been charged $24.90 
for his water supply during July and 
August, whereas the proper charge 
should have been $14.46. The suit is 
based on the ground that the ordinance 
passed by the Councilon the 24th of 
February last is not legal.

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GEN. MILES TALRS. 
A Full and Free Expression 
of His Views. 


“RECENT MILITARY CHANGES. 


Very Pronounced Ideas on Coa 9 
Defenses — Immediate Action 
_Imperatively Demanded—A 
Necessity. 


_ Maj.-Gen. Nelson A. Miles, recently 
transferred from the command of the 


Division of the Pacific, with headquar- 


ters at San Francisco, to the command 
of the Division of the Missouri, with 
headquarters at Chicago, stopped over 
tor a day or two at Portland, Ore., on 
his way East, and when in that city 
was interviewed at length by à re- 
porter of the Oregonian, which inter- 
view was published on the morning of 


~~ September 6th. 


In regard to the recent changes in 
the several military divisions, and his 
Own transfer, Gen. Miles was asked to 
explain the situation thoroughly, and 
in reply to questiuns, said: 

My transfer from San Francisco to Chi- 
Cago is ineident to the death of General 
Crook, which left a vacancy in the senior 
command ot the division of the Missouri. 


I. ranking next in the order of promotion, 
Was assigued to this command. By this 
transfer a vacancy was made in the divi- 


sion of the Pacific, and General Gibbon, who 


was then senior officer on the coast, took 
my place in San Francisco. The depart- 
ment of the Columbia will remain a distinct 
und separate organization as it always has 
been, though still a part of the division of 
the Pacific, 

Who will succeed General Gibbon? Well, 
that is 1 a matter of speculation. 
Yes, General Brooks, who at present is in 
command of the department of the Platte, 
has been spoken of in connection with this 
post. He may be transferred to Vancouver 
and he may not. It all lays with the War 


. anes what the change will be. 


he Division ot the Pacific, of which I take 
leave now, includes the department of the 
Pacific, the department of the Columbia, 
and the department of Arizona. It num- 
bers about 6000 troops. The Division of the 
Missouri, of which I now assume command, 
embraces the department of Dakota, the de- 
partment of the Platte, which at one time 
was detached from this command, and the 
department of Texas. Numerically it is 
stronger than the Division of the Pacific, 
for at present it numbers about 7000 troops. 
General Miles also gave his views 
on the necessity of more complete 
coast defenses at considerable length. 
The General has been & consistent ad- 
vocate of coast defenses, and his ideas 
on the subject are very pronounced. 
Among other things, he said: 


My ideas on coast defenses. were set 
forth in full in my last annual report. They 
also found expression in my testimony be- 
tore, the SenateCommittee on Coast Defenses 
of which Sénator Dolph is chairman. I 
there stated fully the real condition of at- 
fairs and the needs of the Pacitic coast. 
What was said in regard to this coast holds 
good as to the Atlantic coast. The fact of 
the matter is our country is practically at 
the mercy of every other country that pos- 
sesses a modern navy. It is not a desirable 


position to be in, any more than it is for a 


merchant to have his goods subject to the 
plunderings of burglars through a neglect 
to protect them with lock and key. 

hat few fortifications we have are thirt 

years behind the age, and are of as muc 
value for actual service as the bow and shot- 
gun are against the modern rifle. If other 
nations used modern weapons of was they 
would compel the United States to use the 
me or subject the country to capture rh 
w. ‘The 


rman has re-arined - entire 


es that are more effective than ours— 
— in calibre, lighter in weight, and of 
nger range. As tothe larger. guns, the 
difference is far .greater—so much 80 that 
there is no comparison between the two. 
Our navy is constructing a small number 
of guns now to arm our cruisers, that are ef- 
_ fective as far as they go, but no steps have 
as yet been taken toequip the navy with 
guns of a larger calibre. Senator Dolph 
has taken a great deal of interest in this 
matter, and if his arguments prevail it will 
result in much benefit to this coast. The 
army and navy have as yet adopted none of 
the more effective guns that are being used 
in establishing the defenses of other mili- 
tary and naval powers. There has been 
some talk of organizing a board to investi- 
ate the merits of modern guns, but no 
rd has been organized. ‘Thé project still 
remains in statu quo. 


As to the most favorable locations 
for military posts on the Pacific Coast, 
Gen. Miles named Puget Sound, the 
mouth ot the Columbia River, San 
Francisco, San Diego, and possibly 
Santa Barbara and San Pedro. He 


thinks the fortifications already in ex- 
istence are 


; pees enough, but the guns 
he believed to be of little use. It 
would cost, however, in his opinion, an 
annual expenditure of $6,000,000 
$7,000,000 for four years to give the 
Pacific coast a respectable start on a 
proper system of coast defenses, but it 
will require the labor of years to prop- 
erly equip the entire coast. There 
seems to be.,“ he said, more interest 
taken in the matter of coast defenses 
with the more general spread of infor- 
mation. The work will never be done, 


however, until the people understand 


the position the country is in, and the 
actual necessity for taking such action. 
As long as they are kept in ignorance 
and allowed to retain erroneous im- 
pressions that have long obtained ledg- 
ment in their minds nothing of any con- 
sequence in this direction can be ex- 
pected. 

No one presumes for a moment that 
there is danger of any foreign army in- 
vading our country, but that is no 
reason why our largest seaport towns 
and the commerce of the country 
should be so exposed that any other 
nation can step in and take possession 
should possible emergencies arise. 
- ng ed because so many people live so 
far from the seaboard ‘is no reason why 
they should not take an interest in the 
welfare of seaboard cities. People liv- 
ing in seaports certainly take an inter- 
estin the welfare of the agricultural 
districts, and this interest should be 


mutual. 


As touching on the Bering Sea con 
troversy Gen. Miles thought the phys- 
ical condition of our country was not 
the best for basing a possible argument 
on the question. It is all a matter of 
speculation,“ he said. But,“ added 
he, as a new thought struck him, the 
mere capture of Canada would be a 
trifle as compared to the capture of our 
commercial cities and harbors.“ 

Gen. Miles does not think that there 
is any probability of the military post 
at Vancouver being discontinued, and 
thatifany new navy yard is estab-

BOTH DISCHARGED. 


The Abbott and Silverstein Women 
Again at Large, 

Carrie Abbott and Maud Silverstein,. 
the noterious Alameda-street courte- 
gans, arrested several days ago on a 
charge of robbing a man named Henry 
Brown, who visited their place, of $40, 
were examined before Justice King 
and discharged. The prosecuting wit- 
hess failed to make out his case—that

In granting the motion Justice King 
said that he was very loth to let the 
defendants go, especially as some of 
the city papers had intimated that 
nothing would come of the case, but in 
the absence of any evidence, and on 
the motion of the District Attorney, 
he was compelled to take this action. 

There is no doubt on the part of the 
officers that Brown was robbed, and 
that one of the women got the money. 
Both of them have frequently been ar- 
rested on the same charge before, but 
they have always managed to get out 
of their scrapes. The Abbott woman 
some months ago robbed a young Ger- 
man named Fuerkamp of some two 
hundred dollars, which belonged to his 
employers. She was arrested, but gave 
bonds and left town. and only returned 
after Fuerkamp’s death, he having 
committed suicide by jumping off a 
ferryboat in San Francisco Bay. 

The Silverstein woman is equally 
notorious, and the police authorities 
have ordered them to leave town, which 
they will probably do. In case they 
remain, steps willbe taken for their 
turther prosecution.

Principles of the National Printers’ 
Protective Fraternity. 

From “The Fraternity,’ the official 
organ of the National Printers’ Pro- 
teetive Fraternity, a handsome monthly 
published at Kansas City, Mo., we ex- 
tract the following | 

‘ DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES. 
Whereas, parties to a contract must seek 
a basis of agreement in order to make an 
equitable contract for mutual denefit, and, 
as employers and employés are parties toa 
contract who must rely on each other for the 
accomplishment of a common purpose, 80 
these two pete should be allied in their 
effort to tind acorrect basis for their con- 
tract, for the better furtherance of their mu- 
tual interest, and the surer and moro per- 


| feet adjustment of those differences which 


may arise between them as contracting par- 


have ties. 


Experience has shown that the organiza- 
tion of the labor element in this contract 
promotes the interest of both parties, inas- 
much that, if properly organized and con- 
trolled, it furnishes the means for the pro- 
tection of the workman against the oppres- 
sion and wrongs of unscrupulous employers, 
and of both employer and employé against 
the selfish schemes and dishonest practices 
efindividual workmen. 

We do not believe that the best interests 
ofthetwo parties and true object of or- 
ganized labor have been subserved, but 
rather interfered with, by the methods re- 
sorted to by labor organizations of the 


past, 

We do not believe that the mutual inter- 
ests of capital and labor can be furthered 
by their taking positions of antagonisin to- 
ward each other, or that the differences be- 
tween them can be properly settled by the 
force of lockouts, strikes and boycotts. 

We believe that these methods have 
proven failures for the purposes for which 
they have been resorted to, and are also de- 
structive of the individual freedom of the 
workinginan, whom we declare to have a 
natural right tothe control of his own labor, 
as well as the capitalist has to the control 
his own money—within the bounds of the 
common needs and the public good. 

We believe that organized labor can in 
this day and country safely appeal to arbi- 
tration for the satisfaction of its just de- 
mands, and that this mode of settlement 
will be the best for both capital and labor 
and the general welfare of the country. 

We believe that labor organizations 
should be able to furnish employers with 
good and reliable workmen, and to demand 
and secure therefor fair pay and good 
treatment; that it should provide its mem- 
bers with employment and protect them 
therein, and that it should aid its members 
and thelr families in time of want, sicknoss 
or death. 
We belleve in providing a system of sick 
and mortuary benefits for our members and 
their families. 

These principles are rational, sound 
and must prevail in the end.

What is the reason of this? The 
answer is all sufficient — bollydicks.“ 
Some of the departments are under 
the management of one commissioner, 
others have three or four, and one has 
no less than twenty-one. Some of the 
heads of departments are elected, but 
most of them are appointed absolutely 
by the Mayor, without requiring con- 
firmation. Some commissioners can 
be removed by the Mayor, 
some cannot. For no apparent reason, 
the terms of office of the heads 
of departments vary in length from 
two to six years. Salaries are also 
beautifully irregular—not in the pay- 
ment of them, but in the respective 
amounts. There are numerous exam- 
ples of subordinate officials drawing 
higher pay than their superiors. 

It costs the enormous sum of $35,- 
000,000 to run the government of New 
York City, and the civil list comprises 
the names of thousands of officials. 
There are 161 officials whose salaries 
range from 84000 to $25,000 a year. 
The patronage of Mayor Grant has 
been more valuable than that of any 
other executive in the United States. 
except the President, The tenure of 
the more important offices has been so 
fixed that, even if Tammany is de- 
feated in the coming election, it will 
still retain the control of a number of 
offices for two or three years to come. 

New York furnishes a striking ex- 
ample of the danger of introducing the 
most corrupt variety of politics into 
municipal affairs. It should be a 
warning to all good citizens in munici- 
palities to hang together and insist 
upon the election of only good, econom- 
ical men.

The Averages for Grain Generally 
Much Reduced. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Department 
of Agriculture furnishes the following 
crop report: 


The yield of spring wheat is unusually 
variably in the Dakotas, ranging from a 
high yield to five busheis and less per acre, 
On the Atlantic coast there is an ,improve- 
ment in corn since August Ist; a decline 
has occurred in New York, Lilinois and all 
Northwestern States. The crop is late in. 
the Eastern States, requiring maturing 
weather 2 September. It is also 
late and variable in development in New 
York and Pennsylvania, The Atlantic 
coast States return a relatively high condi- 
tion, impaired locally by the effects 
and later by 
storms. In Tennessee and Missis- 
sippi, Arkansas and Texas drouth 
reduced the condition too low for subsequent 
recovery. ‘The Ohio and Missouri Vaileys 


ee report protracted drouth and low condition. 


ile the rains of the last two weeks of 
August were beneficial, they have not re- 


stored the losses of the first half of the 


month. ‘The lowest condition is in Kansas, 
though some eastern counties make good re- 
turns.

Returns of the condition of winter wheat 
at the time of harvesting were less favora- 
ble thar at the lstof July.

rhe Wild Boar Is the Best and Bravest. 
‘The Rhinoceros’ Acute Senses. of Smell 
and Hearing—Potnts on Hunting the 
Savage Anima®. 


Ot all Indian animals the wild is

And the Glorious Opportunity They 
Have—Notes and Comment— 
Personals and Brev- 
ities, Etc. 


Tun Ties reporter yesterday ran 
up against a gentleman who has been 


doing“ the State and who was in 


town between trains, preparatory to 
returning to his home in New York. 
“I'll be back before the holidays,“ 
be said, to start a winery. But don’t 
glve away my name, for it will only be 
a stumbling block in the way of per- 
fecting my plans. I have made a 


Careful study of the wine business for 


some years past and my idea is that 
California is the place to turn out the 
proper article. That’s why I’m com- 


ing. 

California is selling a good deal of 
wine in the Eastern States,’’ the 
speaker continued, growing communi- 
cative. Some of it is good, more of itis 
not good. The latter class is not good 
simply because of the lack of care and 
watchfulness in the wine-making pro- 
cess. Comparatively little—though 
positively a good deal—of the Cali- 
fornia wine is ‘manipulated.’ I mean 
the proportion of your ‘doctored’ 
wines, though large, is relatively 
small, compared with the great quan- 
tity of fair-to-middling and really good 
wine produced on the coast. 

‘California can and does produce 
uite as good wines as any part of 
Frante or Spain. The advantages are 
allin favor of this State. Itssoil and 
climate are exactly adapted to the 
growing of all varieties of grapes, 
which flourish here in such rich abun- 
Moreover, the Caifornia sun 
is more intense than an they ever 
experienced in Eastern France, or in 
the brandy district of that country. 
Hence the California wines ought to 
have more ‘body’ than any of the 
French or German wines. 

„We ought to get from California 
several kinds of wine quite equal, each 


in its own way. to the Burgundy and 


best Knine wines of Europe. The 
French wines and brandies are all 
more or less manipulated; most of them 


are flagrantly fraudulent. A very 
small pidportion of the French cham- 
pagne sold in the United States comes 


anywhere near being the genuine to P. C. 


article. Your California wines of the 
champagne 8 are very apt to be 
made too fast in too warm rooms. 
With due care and attention they 
could be made-equal to the best. The 
cheap red wines made here which re- 


tail in the Eastern ‘cities at — 50 5 


$2.50 per gallon. vary a 


character, some being some 


pretty fair, but 
mains that too much of it 
is fortified with whisky or cheap brandy. 
“The same thing is true of every cask 
ot Old Port? that is exported from 
Oporto to London. Practically all this 
country gets of it comes through the 
London docks after being well fortified 
at the Oporto shipping houses with 
cheap brandy to suit the English taste. 
„California wines could probably be 


made quite as good as the best real 


Port, but more care will have to be 
taken with the process than seems to 
be given toit now. California wine 
growers have a great opportunity, did 
they but know it. A good and cheap 
pure wine from this quarter would 
soon command the market of the East- 
ern States, and in no long time would 
make inroads upon the European mar- 
ket.
